BOSTON - A jury in federal court found 
Boston Marathon bomber Dzhokhar 
Tsarnaev guilty Wednesday afternoon on all 
thirty counts. Seventeen of those charges 
carry the federal death penalty, but only on 
was needed to move onto the penalty phase.

because one of the sons of 
Wilmington lost his life. 
Collier was an outstanding 
young man, well loved, and 
outstanding police officer, 
with his future ahead of him, 
struck down in the prime of 
life by this despicable char- 
acter.” 

Bombing survivor Jeff 
Bauman said in a statement 
Wednesday, “Today’s verdict 
will never replace the lives 
that were lost and so dramat- 
ically changed.” 

“I applaud the verdict ren- 
dered today by the jury in 
the Marathon bombing case, 
and I hope this brings some 
degree of closure to those individuals and their families 
whose lives were changed forever on that horrific day,” said 
Governor Charlie Baker. 

The jury is still on duty, and though dismissed until 
Monday, has been ordered away from news and social media 
as well as discussing th case with anyone. 

The penalty phase of the trial will begin on Monday. The 
defense is expected to argue that Tsarnaev was young, 
impressionable, and that the jury should spare his life.

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First Lincoln biography was written in Reading

War, also known as the War of the Rebellion. Just 

two days after the armistice came the assassination 
of President Abraham Lincoln. He died the next day, April 
15, 1865. 

The first biography of Lincoln after his assassination was 
written by a woman in Reading, Massachusetts. Mrs. Phebe 
Hanaford was a published writer and an abolitionist in the 
years prior to the Civil War. There is no record of what 
month the biography was published, but it came out in 1865. 
In it, there is a footnote referring to an article in the August 
1865 Atlantic Monthly. It is possible that she had been 
preparing the Lincoln biography prior to his assassination. 

The biography, Abraham Lincoln, His Life and Public 
Services, was 220 pages long. It was published in Boston by 
B.B.. Russell and Co. It sold about 20,000 copies. 

-Phebe Hanaford, born Phebe Ann Coffin in 1829, was a 
native of Nantucket. She was raised as a Quaker in an old 
New England family. With the encouragement of her father, 
she took to public speaking. She published her first poem in

1842, on an anti-slavery dicme. 

In 1849, she married Dr. Joseph Hanaford, a homeopathic 
physician, a Calvinist Baptist, who was teaching in 
Nantucket. While still in Nantucket, they had two children. 
The Hanafords moved from Nantucket to Beverly in 1857, 
and seven years later to Reading. Dr. Hanaford’s means 
were limited, but Mrs. Hanaford was able support the family 
by writing and selling articles. In all, she authored 14 books. 

The Hanaford’s marriage began to break down in the late 
1850s. Although she had converted to the Baptist faith, she 
still held her Quaker beliefs. Later, she was attracted to 
Universalism, which carried a cheerful attitude. Eastern 
Massachusetts was a stronghold of the Universalists in the 
mid-1800s. 

With the onset of the Civil War, she began writing patriotic 
verse and essays, which gained her some notice as a writer. 

Four days after Lincoln’s death, memorial services were 
held in hundreds of churches around the country, including 
one in Reading. Mrs. Hanaford wrote the following verse, 
which ‘was sung by the combined choirs of the 
Congregationalist, Universalist and Baptist churches. 

Funeral Hymn. Air, — “Mount Vernon” 
Hushed today are sounds of gladness, 
From the mountains to the sea; 

And the plaintive voice of sadness 
Rises, mighty God, to thee. 


Freedom claimed another martyr’ 
Heaven received another saint: 
Who are we, thy will to question? 
Lord, we weep without complaint. 


May we, to thy wisdom bowing, 
Own thy love in this dark spell, 
While with tears a mighty nation 
Buries one it loved so well! 


And, O Thou who took our leader, i 
With the Promised Land in view, eur 
While on Pisgah’s height we leave him, 

Lead us, Lord, the Jordan through! 


During the summer of 1865, she visited her father in 
Nantucket and was invited to preach on Universalism. Her 
stepbrother and stepsister had died, and Phebe delivered a 
message of love and God’s forgiveness. A reporter who 
interviewed her wrote, “Looking back on this fateful 
moment, she would later recall, ‘My father and the neigh- 
bors, old sea captains and their families (sat) there before 
me and the tears (ran) down their faces.” It was from this 

experience that she decided to become a preacher. 

She was hired as the editor of a Universalist paper, the 
Ladies’ Repository, and through that endeavor, met many 
outspoken Universalist women, including the Rev. Olympia 
Brown, the first ordained woman minister. Rev. Brown invit- 
ed her to preach at her church in South Canton, N.Y. and, 
urged her to enter the ministry. ra 

In November 1866, she was invited to become the pastor of 
the Universalist Society in Hingham. Her ordination cere- 
mony and installation were held on Feb. 19, 1868, making’ 
her the first ordained woman minister in New England. * 

In 1869, she became the half-time minister of the: 
Universalist Church in Waltham, preaching alternate: 
Sundays in Hingham while still living in Reading. The 
Hingham church was paying her $600 a year, the Waltham 
church $1000. The responsibilities of running two churches. 
took its toll, though. She had to give up the editorial position. 
at the Universalist Publishing House. 

In January 1870, she was offered the pastorate of a church 
in New Haven, Conn. at a salary of $2500. She and her 
daughter moved to New Haven, and she was installed as 
minister of the First Universalist Church on June 9. Her 
husband remained in Reading until his death in 1909. They 
were never divorced and apparently remained on cordial 
terms. 

She remained in New Haven for four years. While there, 
she met Ellen “Nellie” Miles, who became her lifelong com: 
panion. She was also named as chaplain to the Connecticut 
legislature. ree 

After four years in New Haven, she accepted a position i in 
Jersey City, New Jersey at the Universalist Church of .the 
Good Shepherd. After three years there, however, she found 
herself without a pulpit after the church voted to not renew 
her contract. The split involved her participation. in 
women’s rights activities, but there is speculation that: it 
hinged on her relationship with Miss Miles. 

After the dismissal in Jersey City, she travelled around the 
Northeast, preaching, speaking and writing. She was later 
called back New Haven, to the Second Church, where she 
served for seven years. She retired in 1891 and moved to, New 
York City, where she was politically active with various 
women’s groups. She was called to preach at the funerals of 
her two friends, Elizabeth Cady Stanton and Susan. B. 
Anthony, the two women most widely credited with women 
receiving the right to vote. 

Rev. Hanaford was prominent in the social movements of 
the late 19th Century, such as feminism, temperance and 
suffragism. In her final years, both of those movements 
came to fruition. In 1920, liquor was outlawed (though 
unsuccessfully) and women received the right to vote. Rev. 
Hanaford died in 1921 at the age of 92.

Miceli, House of Representatives, 
approve additional road repair funds, 
early retirement 


-Boston, MA: Following a 
winter for the history books, 
Répresentative James 
Miceli and ‘the House of 
Representatives released an 
additional $918,573 and 
$761,215 for Tewksbury and 
Wilmington Chapter 90 fund- 
mn respectively. Chapter 90

bridges, drainage, and other 
critical transportation infra- 
structure. Funds are deter- 
mined through a set formu- 
laj Swith determinant. vari- 
ables: including the popula- 
tien; total mileage, and traf- 
fie count. 
“After this brutal winter 


our roads need more atten- 
tion and repair than usual,” 
said Representative Miceli 
upon passage of the bill. 
“The Massachusetts 
Department of 
Transportation and our local 
Department of Public Works 
are already out there every 
day doing great work. With 
these extra funds we can 
ensure that they receive all 
the material they need to 
keep traffic flowing and our 
streets in great condition.” 
These funds follow the 
release of a previous $100 
million dollars by the Baker 
administration, already 
approved by the 
Massachusetts legislature. 
With the passage of this bill, 


if approved by the Governor, 
additional Chapter 90 assis- 
tance will total $300 million. 

Also debated and passed in 
the session was_ the 
Governor’s early retirement 
proposal. The independent 
passage of this program now 
allows the House _ of 
Representatives, who are in 
the midst of preparing the 
FY16 budget, to include the 
projected savings into their 
budget allocation process. 

The bill, now on the way to 
the Senate, is estimated save 
approximately $173 million 
dollars. According to the leg- 
islation, eligible retirees 
must apply by July 15, 2015 
with an official retirement 
date of July 31, 2015.

WINCHESTER - Police Chief Ken 
Albertelli reports that a pair of 
sweeping investigations targeting 
the source and supply of heroin and 
opioids in Winchester have resulted 
recently in charges filed against 
seven alleged drug dealers.

Champoux, MacDonald spar in debate

was acquired, and now 
works at a company in 
Billerica. “I am very pas- 
sionate about giving back, 
and look forward to the 
opportunity.” 

MacDonald in his open- 
ing statement, said, “I am 
a lifelong resident of 
Wilmington. I believe I’m 
fully engaged with all the 
issues in town,” adding, 
“The top issue that I’m 
concerned about is the 
exploitation of the people 
of Wilmington.” 

MacDonald discussed his 
opposition to the New 
England Transrail propos- 
al, which has been an 
ongoing issue in town, the 
purpose of which is to set 
up a solid waste transfer 
operation on the ever pre- 
carious Olin Chemical site, 
a great source of concern 
for the Town. 

When the issue of the 
Transrail was presented to 
Champoux, he_ replied, 
“Frankly, I’m offended by 
it,” and added, “I’m hope- 
ful with assistance from 
delegates, Senators Bruce 
Tarr and Elizabeth Warren 
and Congressman Seth 
Moulton, there will be 
influence at the EPA 
level.” He added that at 
this point, the prospect of 
the Transrail proposal is, 
“not conducive,” and, “The 
space needs to be cleaned 
up.” 

“MacDonald, weighed in, 
Saying, “I would have pres- 
sired other Selectmen to 
sécure Town Counsel to 
bring forth a law suit, 
adding, that “According to 
page 31 of the Town 
Budget, Town Counsel is 
paid $275,250.00,” going 
slightly off course, but 
making the point to call 
out money being spent by 
the Town, and taxes being 


raised, a long time point of 
eonsternation for 
MacDonald. 


* MacDonald referenced an 
article written in the Town 
Crier, entitled, ‘Transrail 
appears unstoppable’, say- 
ing, “I’m opposed to 
Transrail. If we have 
Selectmen who are not 
exhibiting strength, it is 


reprehensible if we cannot 
stop Transrail.” 

When asked what the 
candidates bring to the 
Board that no other mem- 
bers have, MacDonald 
answered first, “I grew up 
in a family who has done 
blasting, and I _ have 
worked on pipelines. I 
bring that skill to the table. 
I know what it costs to fix 
things. My philosophy is 
private enterprise is the 
way to go.” 

Champoux spoke about 
diversity of those on the 
Board and that he brings a 
background in marketing 
but is also, “a voice of rea- 
son,” said Champoux. 

“I like to have spirited 
discussions, and to articu- 
late myself, and be focused 
on listening as much as 
speaking to make informed 
decisions,” he added. 

When presented with the 
issue of the Whitefield 
School, the candidates dif- 
fered. Champoux talked 
about the Historic 
Commission’s need for 
more time, and that after a 
year, their report, while 
“substantive,” had not 
really changed. “The time 
has come for the 
Whitefield School to pass 
along,” said Champoux. 

MacDonald appeared to 
be more concerned with 
Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull’s plans for the build- 
ing, saying, “One of the 
duties of the Town 
Manager is to know what 
to do with these buildings.” 

MacDonald suggested 
creating an incentive pro- 
gram that would award 
$2500.00 to a local archi- 
tect, designer, or student 
to come up with a plan for 
the site, before knocking it 
down. 

The ongoing subject of 
the Kinder Morgan 
Pipeline project was 
brought up and MacDonald 
was loaded for bear. Both 
candidates are concerned 
about the plan for the 
pipeline to be installed 
through nearby Benevento, 
a quarry where blasting is 
done on a regular basis. 

MacDonald held up a 
large poster, outlining the 


proposed route of the 
pipeline, which was 
acknowledged by 
Moderator, Jayne Miller 
and the panel. 

In remarks to one anoth- 
er, Champoux effectively 
asked MacDonald why he 
doesn’t just move out of 
town. 

“You have demonstrated 
at hosts of meetings, insin- 
uated conspiracies. Trying 
to garner support but not 
getting support, with your 
vast knowledge of every- 
thing, would you prefer to 
live in a community that 
would not have _ these 
issues?” 

MacDonald replied that 
he does not know every- 
thing, but that, referencing 
the budget process, “Funds 
have been appropriated 
[for warrant articles] for 
things that are not gen- 
uine,” asking Champoux, 
“Do you think the people 
should be lied to?” 

Champoux replied causti- 
cally, “The question is not 
answerable. No one is 
being deceived,” and that 
when doing the budget, 
“On the cost side, we can 
make estimates, but they 
are indeed only estimates.” 
Champoux then took his 
full two minutes to explain 
the budget process, conser- 
vative budget estimates, 
and how cash reserves 
building up over years has 
placed the town in a favor- 
able position to make land 
acquisitions and receive a 
top bond rating. 

In closing statements, 
Champoux said, “I am 
very excited about the 
prospect of working with 
and for the people of 
Wilmington.” 

MacDonald said, “I do 
stand by my challenge to 
have two more debates 
[with Champoux]. I am 
opposed to exploiting and 
deceiving the people of 
Wilmington,” adding, “Mr. 
Champoux has not demon- 
strated strength, and. I 
will.” 

Champoux did not accept 
MacDonald’s request for 
further debate.

Like all baseball and soft- 
ball teams, the Wildcats 
have not seen the field yet 
because of the poor field 
conditions due to the ongo- 
ing snowy winter. All of the 
team's practices this far 
have been inside the new 
high school gymnasium, so 
none of the players have 
seen any live pitching 
through the first few weeks.

So while the 
season brings a large sense 
of excitement and expecta- 
tions, it also brings with it a 
sense of urgency to succeed 
this season with so many 
veteran players before they 
finish their Wildcat careers.

‘1. Customize your order 
- Yes, I am ‘that, person. 
‘The person one who says

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add this, take this off, etc. I 
used to feel uncomfortable 
being so high maintenance, 
but eventually realized that 
as long as you Say it nicely 
the food-server (and my 
waistline) would rather me 
get what I want rather than 
stick to something directly 
off the menu that isn’t as 
enjoyable. 

For instance, when the 
menu offers a friend chicken 
item, I simply ask if they 
can grill it instead. Rather 
than french fries, I ask for a 
side of veggies. More times 
than not they are accommo- 
dating, even if they charge a 
substitution fee, it’s worth it. 
I now view the menu more 
as a guideline to what they 
offer opposed to the only 
options. 

2. Order from the “healthy, 

light, low fat” options 
on the menu

The appeal of the community shared solar model is multi- 


fold: 


-It’s inclusive. It gives essentially all energy customers the 
opportunity to invest in solar energy at an affordable level. This 
makes for more equitable access to clean energy. It also means 
solar developers can access enormous untapped consumer 


spending. 


-It’s efficient. Projects can be located so as to maximize 
energy production and minimize costs to participants. 
Developers are not restricted to a particular rooftop that may 
not have the sunniest conditions, or faced with the hassle of sit- 
ing transmission over hundreds of miles. 

-It’s local. Although they’re not serving a single energy cus- 
tomer, shared solar projects can still be built within that cus- 
tomer’s community — which means the jobs, environmental 
and public‘health benefits also stay local.
